Andover took time out from one of the busiest periods in 
ts history this week, to give a proper celebration to a particu- 
larly memorable Armistice Day. The current prosperity in lo- 
cal mills and shops, as well as the significance of the anniver- 
sary of the close of the last war falling on what may be the 
eve of our entrance into the next one, were two factors giving 
the local celebration a spontaneity and enthusiasm the like of 
which Andover has not seen for years. And from 7:30 Monday 
evening to the close of the V. F. W. oratorical program Tues- 
day, it was a typical American observance of a patriotic Am- 
erican holiday, conducted in a typical American way. 


Armistice Eve 


Punchard was to play on the holi- 
day. Circumstances were @ ‘bit 
more significant than in the thirty 
contests which had taken place in 
previous years.

In view of this, the Punchard 
alumni assocaition had been plan- 
ning, for some time before the 
game, something unusual in the 
way of a night-before rally. Monday 
night saw their completed plans 
perfectly carried out. 

At 7:00 that evening, marchers 
began to assemble in the spacious 
parking lot behind the Memorial 
Auditorium. At 7:30, led by the 
snappy Girls’ Band, horns blaring 
in @ line of perhaps thirty automo- 
biles, flares glowing from more than 
a hundred swinging arms, the par- 
ade moved downtown, swung along 
Park and Main streets before a 
good representation of townspeople, 
snake-danced up Bartlet street to

On the steps of the auditorium, 


} an enthusiastic rally was led by 
; the cheerleaders, and several mili- 
» tary numbers were played by the 


Girls’ band. Members. of the football 
squad, who had ridden with the 
parade, spoke briefly to a large as- 
semblage, half hidden in ‘the un- 
contala glow of the torchlights and 
ares. 

After the rally, most of those at- 
tending adjourned to the Memorial 


/ symnasium, where dancing was en- 


joyed to the music of Donald Lund- 
gren’s recordings. 


Next Morning 


Andover’s morning celebration of 
a significant holiday took the form 
of a parade by the American Le- 
gion, its bugle and drum corps, and 
other service organizations in the 
town. All marched to the Legion lot 
in Spring Grove cemetery, where 
memorial exercises were conducted. 
Rev. Herman C. Johnson, 
featured speaker of the day, issued 
a strong appeal for preparedness 
and national unity of spirit. Men- 
lioning that nations endeavored to 
win wars more by sacrificing men 
than by building up their own ar- 
mMament, he said that such con- 
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flicts, and all their attendant sor- 
rows, could be prevented in the 
first place by building up a formi- 
dable military strength and using 
diplomacy to avoid international 
difficulties. The large loss of life 
suffered by the expeditionary force 
sent to France in the last war, he 
pointed out, could have been pre- 
vented by better field equipment 
and more adequate training for the 
men. 

“We should be careful not to 
make those mistakes again,’ he 
concluded. “Those lives were lost 
in 1917 and 1918 because of lack of 
preparedness. If war comes to this 
country once more, the lives lost in 
it may be charged to the differences 
between capital and labor so seri- 
ously hampering the -progress of 
preparedness in the present emer- 
gency. A day of production lost now 
means another life needlessly 
wasted in the future.” 

Commander Harold A. Wood of 
the local Legion post led the march 
to Spring Grove cemetery, and 
Lewis A. Mears, post chaplain, was 
in charge of exercises there. Rev. 
Thomas B. Austin, 0.S.A., gave the 
invocation at the opening of the 
ceremony, and taps were played 
over the Legion dead by the Junior 
Bugle and Drum Corps. 


That Afternoon 


Feature of the Armistice Day 
celebration was Punchard’s surpris- 
ingly good showing and eventual 
win over a strong Methuen eleven. 
The final tally was Punchard 27, 
Methuen 0, but the game was a lot 
closer than the one-sided score 
would indicate. 

Methuen was deep in its own ter- 
ritory, and in possession of the ball, 
when, late in the first quarter, Da- 
vid Markert intercepted a pass by 
Methuen’s Tommy Dorsey—no re- 
lation, jitterbugs—and went over 
without a hand being laid on him. 
In the third period Henry Buntin, 
who played one of the best games 
we've ever seen a Punchard back 
exhibit, went over from the 6-yard 
line, after personally conducting a 
drive from the Punchard 41. Later 
that same period, Buntin scored 
again with a 16-yard end run, 
Punchard’s drive that time starting 
from around the midfield stripe. In 
the fourth period, after Markert 
had intercepted another pass to put 
the ball in scoring position, and 
Buntin had staged a brilliant per- 
gsonally conducted tour to the 
twelve, Punchard was able to ham- 
mer out its final touchdown. 

The statistics of the game 
gave Punchard as clean-cut a mar- 
gin of victory as the score did. 
They had more first downs than 
Methuen, 13 and 8, and made 1389 
yards rushing to the Methuen 118. 
Punchard proved that it didn’t have 
a “punt” in its title for no reason 
at all by averaging 40 yards per 
kick to Methuen’s 30. 
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Henry Buntin, as we said, con- 
tributed the best performance of 
the game, and, for that matter, of 
the local team’s entire season. He 
did the bulk of the ball-carrying, 
he made several solo open-field 
jaunts, caught two passes, made 
two touchdowns, and carried the 
ball 26 times for a total of 145 of 
Punchard’s 211 yards gained. Gil 
Hamlin furnished him with excel- 
lent blocking, scored one touch- 
down, made three extra points. 
Dave Markert was outstanding on 
defense; for that matter, the whole 
line held up well. 


Additional color was furnished 
by the bands preceding the game 
and during the halves. Both bands 
played the Star-Spangled Banner 
just before the kickoff, and spelled 
out their rival’s initials during the 
half. Everyone knows, of course, 
that the Punchard Girls’ Band is 
one of the outstanding aggrega- 
tions of its kind in these parts. The 
Methuen cohorts are champions in 
their own right, were divisional 
leaders last year, and are every 
bit as good now as ‘then. 

After the game, celebrating 
Punchard’s first win over Methuen 
since 1937, a brief impromptu rally 
took place at the high school. 


In The Evening 


A fitting climax to the day was 
provided by the oratorical contest 


sponsored by the local Veterans of 
Foreign Wars post, and staged in 
the Memorial Auditorium. The win- 
ners were selected by Judges Miri- 
am Putnam, Memorial Hall librari- 
an: Nathan C. Hamblin, retired 
Punchard principal, and John 
Colby of the Phillips Academy fac- 
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ulty. Winner of the $18 first prize 
was Virginia Stevens, Punchard 
42; the second prize, $12, went to 


Betty Costello, °42; the other 
awards, $9 and $5, to Robert Law- 
rence and Everilda Collins, respec- 
tively. 


Other speakers in the contest 
were Patricia Cohn, John Erving, 
David. Brown, Virginia Stevens; 
Gertrude Wolff, Clifford Stowers, 
Nancy Gahan, and Althea Morri- 
gon. 


The V. F. W. post, by the way, 
takes this means of publicly thank- 
ing Miss Lillian Fox of the Pun- 
chard faculty for her untiring ef- 
forts in training a well-informed 
group of young Americans to pro- 
claim publicly the glory of Ameri- 
can history with very patriotic and 
informative essays. 


During the exercises, Principal 
Bugene V. Lovely of the high school 
read a letter of thanks from Supt. 
of Schools Kenneth L. Sherman, 
thanking the Andover post. for its 
gift of two beautiful flags. One, 
the American. flag, was presented 
ito ‘the Girls’ Band some time ago; 
the other, a school banner, was 
more recently presented by ‘the 
post, and the Punchard emblem 
was painted on it by Miss Alice 
Olliff, supervisor of art in ithe pub- 
lic grammar schools. Miss Jean 
Gilfoyle, drum majorette of the 
band, made the formal address of 
thanks, while Commander Walter 
R. Ebersbach responded in behalf 
of the Veterans.

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Red Cross Drive Opens; Present 


Membership List Must Be Doubled 


More Than 100 to Canvass; Record 
For Best Year Is Most Favorable 


Opening on Armistice Day, to 
continue until the end of this 
month, is the annual roll call of the 
local Red Cross chapter. During 
the coming weeks, solicitors will 
call at every Andover home in the 
hope of signing up all wage earn- 
ers in town. Contributions may 
also be sent to Philip F. Ripley, 
Andover treasurer. 

The chapter is earnestly urging 
all citizens this year to try to as- 
sist in some way, as the demands 
on the organization, both locally 
and nationally, are greater tthan 
ever before. 

Fifty cents of every contribution 
goes to national headquarters in 
Washington, where the burdens im- 
posed on the society have been 
greatly increased since last year’s 
canvass. The cost of assistance to 
war-torn Hurope and to the na- 
tional emergency defense is mount- 
ing every day; and already over 
$6,000,000 has been spent for ac- 
tivities with the American armed 
forces in training. 

Last year’s) quotas must be 
doubled, and as a result, Andover 
must enroll twice its present mem- 
bership to even try to meet the de- 
mands now so urgent. Unless a 
generous response is forthcoming, 
a National Defense drive in early 
spring may be necessary. 

Last year, 3104 members were 
enrolled in the Red Cross drive, and 
a sum of approximately $6000 was 
raised, $1100 more than in the pre- 
vious year. Supplementary funds 
received from time to time made 
possible expenditures of $7692.47 
this year. 

Public health nursing was, as 
usual, the largest item in the Red 
Cross bills, costing it $2587.06. Milk 
cost $918.95; other expenditures 
were dental care, $125.65; hospital, 
$143.75; tuberculosis, $324.78; glass- 
es and medicine, $93.20; training 
for Pomps Pond life guards, $83.72; 
food, $151.94; shoes and clothing, 
$151; rehabilitation, $49.84; first 
aid, $70; Thanksgiving and Christ- 


mas baskets, $429.93; and _ fuel, 
$4.25. 

The total for work in Andover 
amounted to $5125.07. Well over 


$1000 of this amount was spent on 
the Andover school children, while, 
in hte year, the district nurse made 
1507 calls. During the past year, lo- 
cal women have made 7466 gar- 
ments for British relief, costs for 
this work amounting to $2467.40. 
One hundred shelter kits were sent 
to the women in England at a cost, 
to the local chapted, of $100.

No, of course it’s not true. But it 
could be, and whoever sounded that 
false larm last Tuesday night might 
have been guilty of manslaughter 
for having called out all Andover’s 
expensive apparatus, to say nothing 
of all her firemen, on @ needless 
run. Obviously the box was sounded 
iby one of our over-exuberant foot- 
ball fans who think that a Punch- 
ard victory over Methuen gives 
them carte blanche to commit acts 
of vandalism. Fun is fun, but bring- 
ing out a fire department needless- 
ly is not fun. 

The worst part of it all is that it’s 
not Punchard students who commit 
these acts; it’s some of our young 
men who have possibly recently 
graduated from school or were 
asked to leave—minus a diploma— 
young men whose mental status ob- 
viously never did catch up with 
their advancing age. And _ yet, 
people in other towns think that 
these young men are Punchard stu- 
dents, and even if they suspect that 
they’re not, they know that they 
come from Andover. We don’t care 
for that particular type of citizen. 
After all, at a certain period in a 
person’s life he is supposed to grow 
up.

Andover is to be congratulated 
on the very excellent showing that 
it made in the recent Community 
Chest drive. For a town which once 
showed considerable apathy and, in 
fact, antagonism toward the 
thought of a Community Chest, to 
lead all the surrounding towns: in 
the drive is something of which the 
town can be very proud.

been sufficient farsightedness, in 
those days, to have provided be- 
forehand a volunteer nurses aid 
corps. 

This time let’s not be caught 
napping. The world is in the sorry 
state that it is in ‘today only be- 
cause it did not have the foresight- 
edness to prepare itself against 
Hitlerism, and today everyone is 
in a mad rush to get arms, arms, 
and more arms. But the military 
part of warfare is far from being 
the only part, and that is why 
everyone should give enthusiastic 
support to such organizations as 
the Volunteer Nurses’ Aid Corps, 
now being enrolled and trained by 
the American Red Crosse. 

Here in Andover we already 
have a committee working on this 
very necessary project. They need 
volunteers! They need women 
who are willing to do their part by 
undertaking instruction given by 
the Red Cross and local medical 
authorities in order that some day, 
when the call comes for their as- 


sistance, they will be ready to

Dear Sir: I was surprised to 
read in your article on the Pun- 
chard School in the Townsman of 
October 30, that the name was 
changed to Punchard High School 
when the new building was built 
in 1871. 

I graduated in 1896, and it was 
still called the Punchard Free 
School. I think that if you will con- 
sult the records of the town meet- 
ing March, 1902, you will find the 
report of a committee appointed 
in 1901, and ‘the record of a vote, 
that it should be known as Pun- 
chard High School. 

The trustees of Punchard Free 
School still function, and certain 
salaries of teachers are paid out of 
the income from the Punchard 
Fund which is still intact.

(Eid. note: While it is true that 
the school was not officially called 


a “high school” till 1901, it was 
known unofficially as such in, at 


least, 1871. Punchard offered a 
strictly high school curriculum 
from 1866, according to official 


Even 
previous to the first meeting of 
the trustees, in 1851, it had been 
decided that it should be “virtu- 
ally what is generally termed a 
High School.”

Clan Johnston Donates 
To Monument Fund 


A donation was recently for- 
warded to ithe national headquar- 
ters in Boston by members of Clan 
Johnston, O.S.C., and its affiliated 
auxiliary, to aid in ‘the construction 
of a monument to its founder, 
James McCash, in St. Louis, Mo. 
The monument, constructed of Ver- 
mont granite, takes the form of a 
25-foot Celtic cross. 


From all accounts, McCash well 
deserves a memorial. Coming here 
from Glasgow in 1865, he became 
affiliated with several fraternal so- 
cieties, learned their system of or- 
ganization, and drew up, from his 
extensive knowledge of Scottish 
history, a ritual for a new order of 
Scots in America. 


From that small beginning, the 
order has spread until today there 
is a local clan in practically every 
industrial city in the United States 
and Canada. More than $6,000,000 
has been paid its policyholders in 
life insurance, and millions more 
in sick benefits. Besides purchas- 
ing $77,500 worth of Treasury 
bonds and donating thousands of 
dollars for Scottish and British war 
relief, the O.S.C. will, as part of its 
68rd anniversary celebration, pur- 
chase $50,000 worth of Defense 
bonds and donate a completely 
equipped ambulance to the British 
War Relief Society in St. Louis.

Please Get Copy In Early 


Next week’s Townsman will appear on Wednesday after- 
noon because of the Thursday holiday. All those having 
‘tems for the paper should have them in the office no later 
than Monday afternoon at four-thirty in order to be sure of 
publication. This is very urgent! 

There has been a tendency on a part of too many persons 
who wish to put items in the Townsman to get them here 
as near the deadline as possible, the result being that it is 
very difficult to give all the items their true value. For the 
average issue appearing on Thursday, all items which can 
be in on Monday should be in at that time, and none any 
later than Tuesday at four-thirty. This allows time to set 
the items and also to include in the paper the late happen- 
ings which take place on Wednesdays and Thursday morn- 
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Dahl’s cartoons, on the funny 
page of ‘tthe Boston Herald, have 
been one of its outstanding features 
many years. They deal with mat- 
ters of topical interest, mostly con- 
nected with the government of 
small towns.
